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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for the months of July, 
August, and September, 1927. 


July.—As usual, very little rain fell in the greater part of the Tropics during the month. Through- 
out the Fortescue, Gascoyne, and Goldfields, however, an excellent rain developed during the final 
week, and, as a result, over-average totals were noted at many stations. 

Turning to the South-West quarter of the State, the effects of the above-mentioned disturbance 
were reflected in slight excesses in the extreme Northern and Eastern fringes of the wheat growing 
country, Northampton, Mullewa, Bencubbin, Westonia, and Southern Cross being cases in point. 
The remainder of the wheat growing areas, including the Esperance district, showed a defect. Despite 
these shortages the only anxious period of the month was the dry interval from the 14th to 23rd. The 
splendid rains of the 25th, however, dispelled all anxiety, for the immediate present at least. From 
that date until the end of the month showers persisted, and even in the few localities where the initial 
downpour was below expectations (Bruce Rock, for example) the total for the final week exceeded 
half-an-inch. 

The earlier period of the month (Ist to 14th) was marked by a very ordinary type of mid-winter 
rain—not very heavy, even on the Coast, but persistent. The fairly general defect in the month’s 
total must be put down to the fine mid-month interval, which was marked by low day temperatures, 
dry Easterly winds, and severe frosts. 


August.—Outside the South-West coastal areas the rainfall for the month showed a general 
decrease. In the Northern and North-Eastern agricultural districts the deficiencies at the end of the 
month ranged from a few points to 60 points at Minginew, 85 at Buntine, 70 at Goomalling, and 97 at 
Minnivale. In the Hastern Districts, Tammin equalled the average, while a slight excess was noted 
between Burracoppin and Merredin, and also at Toodyay. The remaining centres showed decreases 
varying from 20 to 50 points. Along the Great Southern Railway and spur lines the decreases ranged 
from half an inch to over an inch. The area of weakest rainfall appears to be from Lake Grace to 
Jarramongup, thence to Ravensthorpe, and onward to Salmon Gums. At Lake Grace 95 points 
were registered, and Ravensthorpe reported 63 points. Very little rain fell throughout the Gascoyne, 
but in the pastoral districts of the Goldfields gratifying falls were noted on August 8th and 23rd, which, 
combined with the registrations of the previous three months, should make the grass grow well. The 
best rains fell on August 14th, 17th, and 23rd. 

Although the grass is making good progress good downpours are required in the Hastern and 
Southern agricultural districts to ensure a plentiful supply of water during the summer months. At 
present many dans are only half full, and though there have been good falls since the torrential rains 
of March, only heavy downpours will saturate the catchment areas and so fill the dams. 

In Perth the total rainfall for the month was 649 points for 24 wet days ; last year the registration 
was 612 points for 24 wet days. The average number of wet days in August is 17. 


September.—The month was, in the main, a very satisfactory month over the agricultural dis- 
tricts, for, although the total registrations were somewhat defective at many of the nearer wheat 
growing centres (for example, Moora, Wongan Hills, Goomalling, Northam, and York), they exceeded 
the average further aield, and were particularly good in some of the more recently opened-up dis- 
tricts. From Merredin Eastward through Barracoppin and Westonia, for example, the average was 
exceeded by more than an inch, and at Southern Cross and Bullinch by 24 inches. The Northern parts 
of the Midland country also showed fair to moderate excesses, and in the more Southerly portions 
of the Great Southern country, the excellent results noted in the Yilgarn Districts were almost equalled. 

Taking the downpours individually, the 3rd, 13th, and 19th were productive of the most useful 
rains, the last mentioned being the heaviest in the Northern country, while the second was the best 
over the far Eastern areas. The intervening fine periods were marked by a few light frosts, but no 
severe damage was reported. 

Turning to the pastoral areas, it was noted that the mid-month rains (13th and 19th) brought 
very useful falls to the Eastern Goldfields, and the Murchsion also benefited partially on the 13th. 
Light showers reached the Gascoyne Coast, but in the Tropics a rainless month was experienced. 

Tn the extreme South-West the falls on the 19th and 20th were rather heavy, and resulted in 
floods in the Albany ]District, while fhighflevels were noted on¥some of the other streams.
